During the past few years there have been 
several new developments in trans-Pacific 
shipping as instanced not only by the build. 
ing of huge cargo steamers and palatial 
liners, and the awarding of the Philippines 
freight transports direct to American lines, 
but also in the keen competition which his 
sprung’ up in consequence of the ever in- 
creasing number of vessels trading with the 
Orient. In spite of this, China bound busi- 
ness has been most unsatisfactory to the 
United States, for, as mentioned in our. 
columns a few days since, inatters appear to 
have now reached such a State of affairs that 
a merchant marine commission has been 
investigating the conditions which handicap 
American shipping interests in competition 
with other nations of the world. Although 
the results of their deliberations are as yet 
unknown, it seems to be generally acknow- 
ledged that the solution to the problem can 
be found only in a direct subsidy, free ships, 
or by an export bounty per ton ad valorem
